If this Writer means, by our going on in the fame fatal 
Methods, our continuing to his Majefty the fame Sup- 
port which he has always received fince he came to the 
Crown, and which the People have given him for his 
Life; if the granting our Sovereign a. Maintenance 
worthy the Honour and Dignity of the Crown of 
Great Britain, and demonftrative of the Affe&tions of 
his Subjects; if thefe are the Afetheds which our Author 

alls fatal, | beliéve we are likely to_go on in them, 
and he may as well be filent as open his Mouth to pre- 
ent it; bat then he mutt give all Lovers of his Mayefy,

Our Author having inform'd us, that he had never 
been engaged at all on this Subject, but for his perfonal 
Concern, in the next Place defires never to be engaged 
again; and the Reafon he gives for it is not lets re- 
markable than that I have already animadverted upon :
